FIVE PERSONS SHOT IN 
LIMA AFTER MATCH.

The Associated Press has received the 
following telegram from Lima:—The bad 
feeling between Peru and Uruguay arising 
out of certain -incidents of the recent

When 
the President of the Football Federation 
presented the silver cup to the foreign 
team there was considerable boohing from 
a stand occupied by Peruvian soldiers, and 
one of them attempted to cross the field. 
Police barred the way with drawn swords, | 
but a lot of other soldiers came. out and 
charged. the police in defence oí their 
comrade. 

The police drew their revolvers. and 
began firing wildly, the spectators also 
joining. in, and soon a hail’ of stones 
mingled with bullets: 

Order was finally restored by the mili- 
tary. 

Uruguay and Peru severed relations in 
September, following the overthrow of 
President Leguia, when some members of 
the deposed Government took refuge at the 


Uruguayan Legation.

MAN DRESSED IN 
WOMAN’S. CLOTHES.

Tae discovery of the body, dressed -in 
women’s clothes, of Charles Arthur Vale (41), 
of Woolhope road; Worcester, was investi- 
gated at the inquest at Worcester yesterday. 

The Coroner said “hat after returning from 
his Christmas holidays at Birmingham, where 
his wife was_staying, Vale went to work, but 
on Thursday the police were called and found 
him hanging. He was dressed in women’s 
clothing and was wearing a woman's wig. 
The police searched the house and found 
quite a large quantity of feminine attire, 4n- 
cluding another wig, together with a great 
number of newspaper cuttings relating to 
crime in relation to women. There was. also 
some photographs. oy 

The widow said that Vale was a sensitive 
man. He was the treasurer of a spiritual'stic 
movement in- Worcester, but he was pot an 
ardent spiritualist. He never spoke of carry- 
ing out experiments in connection with 
spiritualism or of getting into touch with the 
spirits of people who had left. He was not 
in the habit of dressing as a woman. She 
said that she had never seen the rouge cream 
and powder, produced in court, before, and 
she had never possessed an artificial bust. 

On a table in Court were pictures of 
actresses, cuttings of newspaper headlines 
of a sensational. type, -bracelets,. rings. and 
necklaces, which the widow said she had 
never seen before. 

wiDOw’'s EVIDENCE. 

The widow said that about thirteen years 
ago her husband lost an eye, and was sensi- 
tive of his personal appearance. He had 
threatened to take his life. 

Dr. W. G. Bennett said that at a post- 
mortem examination he found some colouring 
like rouge on the man’s face and lipstick on 
the lips, and vafious articles of jewellery 
were found on the body. ' Death ‘was’ due to 
a dislocated neck, but he found it hard to 
account for, because the distance that Vale 


could fall was so short. . From the statements 
made it would seem that Vale seemed to have 
a criminal obsession over sex. matters, and 
he seemed to be almost a dual personality. 
He had one side of his life that of a decent 
citizen, -a good husband, and another extra- 
ordinarily. morbid side, which seemed. at 
times to take possession of him, He was not 
a normal person. 

Dr: Bennett, asked whether he thought 
Vale might have met his death accidentaily, 
said he might have been posturing or seeing 
how a person would look who was hanged, 
and had fallen or jumped off a chair betore 
his preparations were complete. 

Mr. A: H. Langford, works ‘manager of a ' 
Worcester engineering. firm by whom Vale | 
was employed, said he was an exceptionally 
good workman and very conscientious. He 
had had conversations : with hum - about 
spiritualism, and Vale: had said he had got 
into touch through a medium with © his 
brother, who was killed during the war. He 
regarded Vale as a normal man, | 

A: neighbour, Mrs,. Davis, said the Vales | 
were hap}y, and he was o most considerate | 
husband. She had never seen him in femi- 
nine attire, but about five years ago he 
husband said he had seen a lady sitting in 
the Vale’s front window. Mrs. Vale was away 
at the time. 

Mrs.. Davis said she chaffed. Vale the next 
day about having a lady visitor, and he re- 
plied: “was. not. a- lady. 1t was- myself 
dressed up as a lady.” When she asked 
him the reason for dressing up, he said that 
years ago he appeared in theatricals. She 
asked him what his wife thought about }t, 
and he replied: .‘‘She does not know any- 
‘hing. about it. She ‘has; never seen the | 
things. Don’t mention “it to her.”’

Dr. A. F. Lusk said that the itioa 
of the body was consistent with strychnine 
poisoning, The position of the body, how- 
ever, was hot consisterit with that theory, 
atid the police suggested that Lennon’s y 
might have been placed on the bed where 
it was found after déath. 

In the case of the woman, it was stated by 
Dr. Lask that she had died within twenty- 
four hours, or, at the outside, two days. It 
was impossible to state the caise of death. 
There was no suggestion of poisoning. 

The Coroner suggested that the woman 
had probably been poisoned the fumes 
from cinders in a zinc bucket, which, to give 
heat, had been placed underrieath the bed 
on which she was found dead.

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Premium Bulls. 
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Apathetic Farmers. 
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From Ovr Own CORRESPONDENT. 


DU NDALK, Monday. 

The diffienlty of getting farmers to pur- 
chase premium bulls in County Louth was 
referred to at the meeting of the Louth 
Agricultural Committee in Dundalk to-day, 
when the Secretary stated that in addition to 
a sum of £200, available for premiums from 
a supplemental grant from the Department, 
the Committee had £37 10s. as yet unallo- 
cated for the coming year, and applications 
were still being received. Farmers, ap- 
parently, were hot aware of the fact that in 
the county the maximum premiums now were 
being awarded, and that there were premiums 
available for districts from which no applica- 
tions had yet been received. 

The Chairman (Mr. McDonnell) said that 
the obstacle hitherto ‘was that the farmers 
considered the price of the premium bulls too 
high. They were now asked to pay double 
the prices which they had been charged a few 
years back. 


DEPARTMENT'S HELP, 


Mr. Duffy, an Inspector of the Free State 
Department, said that while that was so the 
premiums would pay the first cost in four 
years, and the farmer would have the fees 
to maintain the bull. In addition, if he had 
cows of his own he would be helping himself 
and his neighbours by keeping a good pre- 
mium bull. 'There' was no difficulty about 
getting the premiums, and if the farmer was 
unable to pay the purchase gr of a bull 
he was helped in that way the Depart- 
ment, which advanced a sorisidéeabihe portion 
of the purchase money. In Louth at present 
premiums ranged from £15 to £22, the 
hithest price being paid in respect of a 
double registered dairy bull. 

The Committee decided to appeal to 
farmérs to help further in the development 
sí the cattle industry. ,

WHY THE WORLD IS 
SUFFERING. 


MANUFACTURERS’ 
AGENTS’ MEETING. 


The twelfth annual meeting of the Manu- 
facturers’ Agents’ Association of Ireland 
was heid at Wynn's Hotel, Dublin, last 
might, Mr. W. A. McComas, Chairman, 
presiding. 

At the outset the Chairman presented Mr. 
P. J. O'Hanlon, the Hon. Secretary, with a 
pen as a token of the appreciation of the 
members of his work for the Association. 
ADDRESS ON CREDIT. 

Mr. J. C. M. Eason said that credit had 
become an increasingly important item in the 
economic structure, and was a factor to be 

} ,with... It seemed to him that, in 
connection with the stocking of the ordinary 
retail business, there was less readiness than 
before to put down cash with the opening 
order. Unfortunately, competition for open- 
ing orders had tended to weaken the refusal 
to start a trader on what used to be regarded 
as insufficient capital. This change, he said, 
had taken place with disadvantage to all 
concerned. 

Continuing, Mr. Eason said that the tend- 
ency as regards matters of credit was to look 
at the top instead of at the bottom, to direct 
people’s attention to abstruce monetary 
problems which, while undoubtedly im- 
portant, have little bearing upon day-to-day 
work. For the people to suppose that errors 
made in the ordinary routine of business can 
be corrected by management at some remote 
stage at a later dale is to put the cart before 
the horse. i 

REQUESTS FOR CREDIT. 

You and others, he said, who are carrying 

on business in the Free State must. be ‘pre- 
pared to apply the most careful scrutiny to 
all requests for credit or for abnormal credit, 
and to realise that there is a very definite 
responsibility upon your shoulders to apply 
resolutely w ever tests are usual to ensure 
that credit will, in due course, and at the 
Ea time, discharge itself. It is one of 
| opportunities created by an Association 
such as yours that you can co-operate at this 
end and prevent competition in a matter of 
this kind leading yan to take steps regarding 
eredit which you know to be unsure and un. 
sound, but which havo been forced upon you 
by other people’s action. 
There is an idea prevailing that the world 
is suffering from a shortage of credit. ‘I'he 
contrary appears to me to be the case. 
The world is suffering from an absolute mis- 
use of credit, which has been granted in 
excess of what was reasonably required for 
dn production or for services rendered. 
Australia is a standing example of too much 
credit, used badly. America affords an 
example of a nation going mad in the rush 
for gold: not this time for the literal gold 
of the Klondyke. People thought they could 
get money for nothing, that there was no 
need to produce goods or render services. 
Credit was given on securities and on real 
estate far in excess of what is justified. Un- 
yao may b not only is America suffering as 
& result, but other countries are affected. 

Mr. K. G. Hull proposed and Mr. J. J.

Mr. T. Kelly said that this Standing Order 
ave the Council rp when they were 
hbelled in the | 
law agent in motion, with the view to taking 
action against that partitular section of the 
Press. The members of the Council. at one 
{ime had been consistently ani persistently 
attacked in the Jrish Independent im a 
series of letters and statemen's—some over 
the writers’ names, some w:thont proper 
names, and others anonymously. These 
letters and statements had insinuated that 
that Ccuncil’s Housing Comm:ttee had r- 
chased slum property belonging to members 
of the Council and friends of members of 
the Housing Committee, and that the whole 
agitation for houses and horse-building bad 
been organised in the interest of slum-owners. 
The position became so intolerable that the 
Council instructed thé law agent to obtain 
counsel’s opinion as to their powers in law 
to protect themselves from such attacks. 
Counsel’s opinion was that, i: was not within 
their power as a hody when mentioned 
collectively to take legal action. Now that the 
Irish Times was beginning to show its teeth, 
the Council should be in s position, when 
that paper started to libel them, to imstruct 


‘their law agent to take action at law in their 


defence. If they had had that power, the 
Irish Independent would . have acted 
differertly. When the papers said that they 
were lining their pockets with the citizéns’. 
money the members could not afford a law 
agent of their own; but if they could use the 
Council’s law agént, the newspapers would 
find such insinuations a vi ry serious problem 
for themselves. The Grea'er Dublin Act had 
given the Council no relie! against such con- 
duct on the part of newspapers; therefore, 
the Coancil must insist on this Standing 
Order. He moved that te Council stand by 
the Order. 

Mr. TD. Healy seconded the motion. 

Alderman Habbard Clark said that he 
would prefer that the Council should wipe 
out the Standing Order themselves rather 
than leave the wiping out to anyone else. 

Without further discussion the Council 
decided to adhere to the Standing Order.

FIRST-CLASS SPORT AT NEW 
MEETING AT BALLYMUN.

O the list of Dublin clubs holding public 
2 & meetings has to he added the St.

After taking us a mile at a our 
fox doubled back almost on his to the 
Bishop’s. A short check here at Coorheen 
before he was halloa’d away on the rn 
side, and making along the lough, was 
haunted slowly thro Knockav and 
Brick Lough, over Earls Park, and so into 
Masonbrook, where he circled round the 
demesne twice before making off for Bally- 
dugan. Here there were several fresh foxes 
afoot, and after hunting round the gorse op- 
posite Rathfarn, and in the coverts on top of 
the hill Without getting on to the hunted 
fox, he was given up, and hounds 1eturned to 
kennels. This hunt, which was at a good 
pace at first, but later became slow, lasted for 
approximately two and a half hours, and 
owing to the heavy going was hard on horse 
and hound. Scent was catchy near the lough 
and in Masonbrook, or doubtless the bitches 
would have accounted for their very tired 


The move to draw the Castle Hackett 
covirts on January 2nd was much delayed by 
hard frost, and it was not till near noon 
that hounds were put into the home coverts. 
Finding near the house hounds pushed their 
fox round the coverts and on to the top of 
the hill. Scent naturally was very poor, and 
after hunting their fox for a mile towards 
Tuam, scent failed altogether. Drawi 
Carhue, nothing could be done owing to lack 
of scent, but it improved by the time hounds 
reached Caltra. Finding here, one fox set off 
for Paulnahalia, but was headed by country 
folk, so that he doubled back just north of 
the Caltra covert, and, turning right-handed, 
he made for Cluidrevagh, where, wheeling 
left-handed, he was lost in a bad scenting 
heather patch short of Glennaneeny. The 
gorse here held a fox, and a ¢g hound 
hunt, which lasted till dark, was now seen by 
those who remained. Checki at Portna- 
hillia, hounds hunted on slowly to Menna- 
liss, and eventually, owir.g to scent failing (it 
was now, and had been for some time, freez- 
ing hard), our fox was given up just north 
of Kilroe after a very busy seventy minutes’ 
hunting, mostly over rocky and already frost- 
bound going. 

Though the new year has started with 
frost, it may augur well for scenting condi- 
The bitches stood up wonder 
fully well in this gruelling day. us endec 
another splendid weeks sport with th 
“ Blazers.’ 


LOUTH HOUNDS. 


Saturday, January 3rd.—Hurtle. There 
was a very hard frost during the night, and 
horses and hounds had great difficulty in 
getting to the meet. However, by 12 o'clock 
the going was all right, though the roads 
were very slippery all day. There were a 
brace of foxes on foot in Hurtle, one of 
which eventually went away up the hill and 
ran through Strinagh Wood, Crossing the 
road, hounds hunted nearly to Collon village, 
where, turning right-handed, they came on 
by Monasterboice down to Mellifont Abbey. 
Here they turned back, and ran fast, leaving 
Hurtle on their left, down to Collon village, 
where they marked to ground after a cood 
hunt of one hour and fifteen minutes, most 
of it over very difficult country.

TWO COSTLY MISSES. 

At this point South Afnca twice threw 
the game away. Hendren faltered when 
ha had made 11, and in quick succession 
he offered chances to Cameron and Mitchell, 
the latter being in the slips. Th® snapping 
up of one of these catches would pro bly 
have put England out early enough for 
South Africa to get the runs, but they were 
both missed, and Hendren went on to hold 
South Africa in check until the time factor 
made a win impossible. Hendren was third

CATTERALL’S DEADLY SPELL. 

The att ax re was well sustaimed to the very 
end, but the fielding—hitherto South Africa’s 
strongest point —failed at several critical 
points. When the game had been saved it 
improved consilerably, but then it was of no 
avail. Catterall had a deadly spell of twelve 
overs, during which he bowled White, Peebles 
and Chapman, while having only 15 runs 
knocked off him. This emphasises the value 
of Hendren’s staunchness. The game through- 
out the day was punctuated by many thrills. 
Bell and McMillan each caused Wyatt and 
Hammond trouble, Wyatt cocking a ball from 
MeMillan just out of range of Deane, fielding 
at silly-leg§ Hammond snicked a ball which 
turned prodigiously just short of Mitchell at 
fine slip.

The changed attitude of the public 
towards music, and. rticularly its personal 
performance, was dué to a variety of causes, 
of which the advent of mechanical music 
might be regarded as the principal. 
MUSICAL DECADENCE. 

For the past thirty years there bad been a 
gradual, but none the less persistent, en- 


musical, 


i jargement of the inroads upon indoor forms 


of entertainment, of which musié formed so 
prominent a part. Side by side with changes 
in their social life, which had the, effect of 
weaning their young people from the practice 
and personal periormance of music, and, 
therefore, to a corresponding extent, the 
power of appreciating it, their musical decad- 


| ence was facilitated by the introduction and 


rapid ge mee of mechanical music, 
which was playing a larger part in their 
forms of entertainment day by day, 
and had now practically succeeded in 
throttling music as a means of livelihood for 
thousands of skilled musicians. It would be 
stupid to dismiss the power of mechanical 
music to grip the public taste as somethin 
in the nature of a temporary craze which 
would pass when its novelty had ceased. 
GRAMAPHONE AND WIRELESS. 

It must be recognised that mechanical 
music had come to stay, and in a much more 
complete and efficient form than they had 
to-day. Let it be realised at once, however, 
that in order fully to enjoy any kind of good 
music, and, what was more important, in 
order to derive the intellectual and cultural 
benefits that good music could exercise, it 
Was necessary for the listener to possess 
something more than the superficial know- 
ledge that one could obtain from the 
mechanical performances which were made 
available by the gramaphone and the wireless, 
which undoubtedly had their uses within 
limits, but neither of which could ever’ be 
regarded as a complete substitute for the 
personal performance. The unfortunate fact 
was that the possession of these facilities for 
tistening to mechanical music was completely 
destroying all incentive towards any effort 
at personal performance, so that, whilst 
ignorance embreves mechanism, the latter in 
}turn feeds and develops the former, and so 
the vicious circle was completed 

PERSONAL EXPERIENCE. 

As a result of his personal experience and 
of inquiries he had made, he was satisfied 
that, unless something was done at once by 
citizens who had some understanding of the 
value of musical culture as a social, educa- 
tional and national asset, they would in the 
near future witness a much worse condition 
of affairs than existed at present, and the per- 
sonal performance of music in public would be 
squeezed out of existence. When, in 1926, 
the Irish Musical Society was established, it 
was the hope of its founders that it would 
provide a rallying-point for the forces of 
public opinion—which at that time were 
already seriously alarmed by the decline in 
public taste for good music and the absence 
of proper facilities for its performance.

The speaker suggested the formation of a 
central society of citizens with musteal sym- 
pathies, to whith the many existing musical 
societies could be affiliated, for the purpose 
of tackling the existing problems, such as 
the provision of a concert hall, the registra- 
tion of teachers, and even the securing of 
financial support for the existing musical 
societies. 

Mr, J. R. Coade moved, and Mr. M. P. 
Rowan. seconded, a vote of thanks to Mr. 


Duffy. 
DR. HEWSON’S VIEWS. 

Dr. Hewson, organist and choirmaster of 
St. Patrick’s Cathedral, Dublin, said that the 
failure to obtain the required number of sub- 
seribers ‘in Dublin fer the Beecham Opera 
Company was due to the action of those at 
headquarters in London. He was a member 
of the Committee dealing with the matter, 
and he firmly believed they could have made 
up the quota if the whole scheme had been 

roperly worked in London. The Committee 
had silied for information as to the list of 
operas it was proposed to perform in Dublin, 
and the names of the singers that Sir Thomas 
Beecham intended to bring, so that the names 
of the operas and the singers eould be printed 
and circulated amongst the Dublin people; 
but that information was not supplied, 

Dr. Hewson agreed with Mr. Duffy that 
teachers of music should be registered. The 
té of music, he said, was undoubtedly 
declining, and he did not think they could 
hope for any improvement se long as the 
taste of their young people was being 
poisoned by American music. The American 
Government prohibited Irish whiskey and 
irish stout. The Free State Government 
would do a great service if it prohibited the 
importation or the playing of American music. 

DANCE MUSIC. 

He did not by any means despise dance 
music, *It used to be beautiful, buts it was 
now atrocious, and he believed that the taste 
for good music would continue to decline as 
long as the heads of their young people were 
saturated with bad, vulgar music, as was th 
case to-day, " 

“I have yet to be convineced,”’ said Dr. 
Hewson, “' that the Irish people are masical, 
Think of the number of musical societies 
that have sprung up during the last sixty or 
seventy years, and think how many of them 
have died out. Only one has survived. We 
who dre conductors know only too well the 
apathy of the Irish people. Not only is it 
next to impossible to fill a hall or to make a 
concert pay, but a conductor finds it difficult 
to get the members of a choir to attend 
regularly or punetually. How ean Irish people 
be called musical when these things exist ?”’ 

Mr. Vincent O’Brien and Mr. H. Franklin, 
Sligo, agreed in the main with the views 
expressed by Mr. Duffy. 

The vote of thanks was passed. 

Mr. G. J. F. Clampett, who presided, paid 
a tribute to the memory of the late Mr. 
Sparkhall Brown.

HILARY LAW TERM. 


AVERAGE LIST OF CASES. 


There is an average list of cases - for 
hearing during the Hilary Law Term, which 
will begin in Dublin Castle on next Monday. 
There are ten cases set down in the Court 
of Criminal Appeal, including two applica- 
tions for leave to appeal against conviction 
One of the appeals is on behalf of a young 
woman who was convicted of infanticide 
and sentenced to death, the sentence being 
commuted to one of penal servitude for life 
Three of the appeals are concerned with the 
-erime of robbery under arms, and others 
with charges of obtaining money by false 
pretences. 


THE SUPREME COURT. 


There are some eppeals standing for judg- 
ment in the Supreme Court, including the 
cases of the Cunard Steamship Company, 
Lid., against Mr. J. Herlihy, Inspector of 
Taxes, and the Revenue Commussioners. 
Mr. Herlihy and the 
Revenue Commissioners from a decision of 
Mr. Justice Sullivan, Mr. Justice Hanna, 
and Mr. Justice ©’Byrne, in favour of the 
Cunard Steamship Company, Ltd., who 
contended that the profits made by them 
from carrying passengers from the Irish 
Free State to America, whose passage money

Dwyer, Mr. P. J. Hernon, and Mrs. J. 
Power, Poor Law Commissioners, claiming 
a declaration of their right to receive 
from the defendants due relief, as 
being destitut® poor persons, permanentty 
disabled from labour by reason of infirmity or 
of severe sickness, and thereby deprived o! 
earning a subsistence. Mary O'Connor 
claimed, further, a declaration. that weekly 
payments to her of 5s. did not constitute due 
relief, to which, she stated, she was entitled 
by law. Each of the plaintiffs also sought an 
order determining the’ amount of the weekly 
or other sum to which he or she was entitled 
by way of due relief, an inquiry to ascertain 
what sums ought to have been paid by way 
of due relief, and an order for payment of the 
amount so found, The defendants stated 
that. as guardians of the poor, they had 
administered due relief to the plaintiffs im 
accordance with the statutes, rules and regula- 
tions governing the administration of relief, 
and that in administering: relief,-except Im so 
far as they had discretionary power, they were 
acting under the direction and control of the 
Minister for Local Government and Public 
Health. ' 

The defendants appealed from the judgment 
of Mr. Justice Meredith, who made a declara- 
' tion that the plaintiffs, other than one of them 
who had , were destitute poor persons, 
hand were entitled to have provision made for 
‘their due relief by the defendants. Mr. 
‘Justice Meredith refused to direct an inguiry 
into what sum, if any, ought to have been paid 
by way of relief to the plaintiffs.
